Vast Garlands Are Strung. 


Between banners, betweefi pillars, 
above arches and from finials hang the 
enormous garlands—thick as a man’s 
leg and each many yards long—of the 
gilded and silvered grape leaves and 
bunches of grapes interspersed with 
sheaves of wheat. These represent the 
two elements of the Bucharistic sacri- 
fice and their effect is to bind together 
the whole scheme of adornment in a 
very simple but very regal way. 

From pillars at the four corners of 
the extended part of the sanctuary, 
eight large banners of gold and white 
and of cardinal will project. 

Upon this prodigious massing of 
colors and of sheen a rush of 20,000 
watts of floodlight will be released, of 


each of the side altars. This lighting) 
is supplemented by the softer glow of , 
49 newly installed bronze permanent 
chandeliers of 32 lamps each; each 
chandelier is of Gothic design and each 
carries at its base the red cardinal's 
tassel.

There is to be a memorial chapel at Plattsburg. 
N. ¥. It will comfhemorate the young officers who 
were traihed at the famous camp and laid down 
their lives in the great war. 

There should be another memorial at Plattsburg 
—to the service of the gréat American from whose 
creative brain and high devotion sprang the idea 
embodied in Plattsburg and in the military train- 
ing camps modeled upon it when we went to war. 
There should be a monument to Leonard Wood at 
Plattsburg if anywhere in this land he has loved 
‘and served so welll 

Leonard Wood, more than any other man, is the 
father of the army of 1917-18. It was he who, with 
the fine backing of Elihu Root as secretary of war, 
laid the foundations of. the general staff system. 
Whatever its shortcomings when called upon to 
deal with the gigantic task of national mobiliza- 
tion and the maintenance of the largest army in 
our history three thousand miles from home, with- 
out the creative work of Wood in America we 
gould not have taken a respectable military part 
in the war. As chief of staff he was the chief 
architect of the modern army. That it was not 
builded more quickly and#better was no fault of 
his. As the father of the Plattsburg training camp 
he gave the model for the training of citizen officers 
without which we could not have had the citizen 
army that turned the scale of battle in Europe. 
Vorget if we will the great work of Leonard Woog 
in Cuba and the great work of the same kind he 
ja doing in the Philtppines today. It will not be 
forgotten in.our history; but what we would empha- 
size now is the vital service of Leonard Wood in

Figures from Harvard 
show that the average Harvard man, twenty years 
after graduation, has, on the average, only two 
children. Research has shown that each Harvard 
man should have 3.62 children in order to keep the 
stock stationary. 

Ease, freedom from hardship and pain, health 
that depends not on inherent vitality but on 
medicaments, these are pleasant and progresstve— 
but dangerous symptoms. 

Science alone cannot find the answer to the 
problem. It is a matter for universal] social con- 
cern.

That is one rea- 
son for preferring ceftain raw fruits 
when choosing foods to protect against 
scurvy. Of these, none is superior to 


oranges. 

At this season of the year nature helps 
to pull us out of the near-scurvy hole. 
Radishes, onions, lettuce and berries 
are available appealing. They can 
be had fresh, ahd freshness is even more 
necessary than rawness. When it comes 
to an abundance of this vitamin, 
cooked fresh vegetables contain more of 
it than old, stale, withered, raw ones. 


Foods that are quickly cooked, at high 
temperature, contain more of it than 
foods cooked slowly. Foods that are 
cooked without soda contain more of it 
than those cooked with that chemical. 

Since eating raw foods is apt to infect 
us with typhoid, or with worms, the

There was some surprise that in his anhounce- 
ment the mayor did not include a subcommittee 
on transit needs. It is understood to be the 
opinion of members of the board of estimate that, 
as the bus phase of the transit question is before 
them officially and other phases of the problem 
are being considered jointly by the three city-wide 
representatives on the board, the members of the 
transit commission and the board of transporta- 
tion, this matter should be withheld temporarily, 
at least, from such a policy forming committee as 
the mayor's plan contemplates. 

The plan for seven subcommittees is flexible. 
The mayor is desirous of having the subcom- 
mittees as small as possible in membership and 
te constitute them with none except experts in 
the special subjects to be treated. 

In making public the personnel of the com- 
mittee Mayor Walker issued the following explan- 
atory statement: 

“Soon after the inception of the new adminis- 
tration I suggested the formation of a nonpartisan 
committee to make a survey of the city of New 
York and plans for its future needs. The sugges- 
tion met with approval. Since that time I have 
been inviting codperation from various civic, pro- 
fessional, and commercial organizations as I have 
had occasion to address them. The response has 
been most gratifying, and I am now able to an- 
nounce the appointment of a large general com- 
mittee for this purpose, to be known as the city 
planning and survey committee. This is the first 
time that such a body has been organized under 
official auspices. 

“As the weeks passed since I took office and I 
rad an opportunity at first hand to meet the great 
problems confronting the administration of the 
city, I have appreciated the more the necessity of 


mevery phase of activity in our community of more 


than six million residents. The help which such 
a committee can give to the officers of the city of 
New York constantly becomes more apparent. The 
vast extent of territory included within the city 
and the numerous problems arising from the needs 
of housing, of feeding the people, of business and 
manufacturing, as well as of health and recreation, 
make the tasks of those assigned to the seat of 
government in the city hall almost insuperable 
without the cordial and helpful advice of the 
citizens. 

“'T'o the end that the various communities tn the 
city may have a voice and meet and codperate, 
invitations were sent to the leaders of associations 
representing community needs to sérve on the 
committee. In like manner those active in the 
various leading industries were asked to serve. 
The formal organizations of business men were 
also recognized aS well as the professional and 
engineering societies. Men and women prominent 
in philanthropic service and civic work were 
invited. 
* Curiously enough, it was found that some of 
the most active in certain forms of civic activities 
in New ‘York City were not residents of the city. 
And, upon learning this, it was decided. not to 
include them on this particular committee. They 
may be asked to serve on another committee hav- 
ing to do with welfare work that is in process of 
organization,

MARCONI LAUDS 
SHORT WAVES ON 
RADIO’S BIRTHDAY 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. 
ROME, June 14.—Guglielmo Marconi, 
fventor of the wireless, during a 
great celebration on the thirtieth anni- 
versary of his first patent, declared the 


shortening of wave lengths. 

“I always favored short waves, 
which the world now is adopting, and 
believed two or three meter waves to 
be sufficient,”’ he said. ‘I am respon- 
sible for expenditures of billions for 
high powered stations and now short 
waves are coming. Short waves are 
most satisfactory for regular services, 
even with the Antipodes.”’

Fleming Hits Transporta- 
tion of Stolen Goods. 


[Chicago Tribune Preas Service.] 
Washington, D. C., June 14.—[Spe- 
dal.j—Prompt action on the Cum. 
mins-Yates bill to punish as a federal 
offense transportation of stolen 


property in interstate or foreign com- 
merce so that the measure may be 
passed before congress adjourns was 
urged upon a subcommittee of “the 
house judiciary committee today by 
Joseph B. Fleming, Chicago attorney 
and member of the law firm of Kirk- 
land, Patterson and Fleming. 

The bill, proposed and drafted by 
Tus CHICAGO TRIBUNE, was introduced 
in the senate and house respectively 
by Senator Cummins [Rep., Ia.] and 
Yates {Rep., ll.J. Reported favorably 
by the interstate commerce committee 
several days ago, the measure is on 
the senate calendar for early consid- 


eration. 

Provides $5,000 Fine. ‘ 

The bill provides maximum fines of 
$5,000 or imprisonment for not more 
than five years, or both penalties in 
the discretion of the court, for persons 
convicted of transporting stolen goods 
in interstate commerce or receiving, 
storing, or offering for sale stolen 
goods which have moved in interstate 
or foreign commerce. 

The measure will come to the senate 
floor with the recommendation of its 
interstate commercé committee, “ that 
the offense described sheuld be an of- 
fense against the federal government 
in order that the detection of the 
crime and the punishment. there 
shall be made more certain.” 


Resembles Auto Law. 


In its present form, Attorney Flem- 
ing told the house subcommittee to- 
day, the bill is substantially a re- 
enactment of the Dyer national motor 
yehicle theft act, which ‘has proven so 
effective in reducing the interstate 
traffic in stolen automobiles. The 


‘Cummins-Yates bill, Mr. Fleming ex- 


plained, would simply broaden the 
scope of the Dyer act, making it a fed- 
eral offense to transport stolen goods 
of any character. 

“The prime requisite in crime and 
escape is mobility,” declared Mr. Flem- 
ing, “and the automobile has fur- 
nished that facility. The traffic in 
stolen goods by means of automobiles 


has reached stupendous proportions.”

Unusually heavy rains have brought 


up Many new problems for the ama- 


teur gardener. Many gardens will be 
completely destroyed if they are not 


properly handled during the next fe: | 
days. In dozens of cases the entire 
crop is under water. There is enough 
water in some gardens to cover the 
early crops which are several inches 


high. 


Flooded gardens must be drained 
immediately. While it may not h2 
possible to Save the crops growing ia 
the water soaked soil it is advisable 
to drain the ground thoroughly to 
prevent extreme puddling. There is 
time left to plant late crops provided 
the garden is well drained so that it 


can dry quickly. 


An abundance of moisture now 
does not insure the maturity or the 
crops. Lack of moisture may follow 
such rainy weather causing sweet 
corn to burn up about thé time the 
ears are developing. Cauliflower will 
fail to head, .some of the root crops 
will turn bitter, and lettuce will run 
to seed from lack of moisture later 
in the year, regardless of the rain 
which has fallen during the last few 


days. 


Where the garden is well drained it 
must be watched carefully. Stirring 
the soil atthe right time is of vital 
importance. Neglecting to hoe or cul- 
tivate the garden after a rain like 
the one that fell Sunday means that 
weeds will smother out the vegeta les 
and the ground will soon dry out leay- 


ing the crops to perish.
